Ever Wttaeaaed in Chicago. 


CHICASO, M,ay 2.—The greatest labor 


demonstration ever witnessed in Chi- 
cago closed its ranks at half-past twelve 
clock yesterday and in solid lines 
nearly thirty thousand men marched to 
the notes of music furnished, by numer- 
ous bands. At the hour named the pro- 
cession started from Monroe and Peoria 
streets and marched east. The Cnited 
Brotherhood of Carpenters headed the 
procession, the Carpenters' Union Xo. 1 
and the Amalgamated Carpenters' end 
Joiners'following1. These, with Knights 
of Labor carpenter assemblies, formed 
a line of about five thousand carpenters. 
Following these came the L'nited Order 
of American Bricklayers and Stone 
Masons, about three thousand strong. 
Then, In the order named, came coal un-

The Bill to Enforce the Bight-Hour Law 


on Government Premises. 


WASHINGTON. May 2.—The Hoase 


committee on labor yesterday author- 
ized a favorable report on the bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Wade, of Missouri, to en- 
force the Eight-hour law on Govern- 
ment premises. 
The bill has been 


modified by the committee, and as re- 
ported it provides that eight hours 
shall constitute a day's work for all 
laborers, workmen anji mechanics em- 
ployed by the Government except in 
case of extraordinary emergency aris- 
ing in time of war or where it may be 
necessary to 
work 
exceeding eight 


hours per calendar day to construct pub- 
lic works, preserve property or prevent 
the destruction of human life. In all 
such cases the employes working shall 
be paid on the basis of eight hours coa- 
s'ituting aday'snork. Whenever any 
contract is made by the Government 
with any corporation, person or persons 
for the performance of any work the 
contracting parties shall agree that 
eight hours shall constitute a day's 
work for all laborers,ete..whileemployed 
on government premises, owned or oc- 
cupied by the Government of the L'nited 
States. Provision is made, however, 
that it shall be lawful to employ labor- 
ers, workmen, etc., more than eight 
hours per day when the condition of the 
work requires it It is also provided 
that no labop-r. workman or mechanic, 
shall be employed more than 
forty 


eight, hours in any iix consecutive days, 
except in cases of eniiTgency as hereto- 
fore provided.

LABOR DAY nj DBOATUB, 


Everybody at Work—No Demon- 


stration—Committee Visi- 


tation. 


The telegraph announces that labor 


day yeeterday was observed throughout 
the country, the miners in the northern 
part of this state demanding the Colum- 
bus scale, while employes in other 
branches of industry quit work and pa- 
raded. There was no demonstration of 
any kind in Decatnr and so far as known 
those who had employment kept at work 
and pnt in full time. 
There was no ces- 


sation of operations at the Deoatnr coal 
mines and there was no demand made 
for increase of pay. The company is pay- 
ing 70 cents a ton for mining coal, a 
price which is said to be higher than the 
average scale of wages paid miners in 
this diet net. 


TUB BIGHT EOUE MOVEMENT. 


A committee from Eureka Assembly, 


No. 1773, Knights of Labor, made an offi- 
cial cull npon Alderman J. J Finn, mas- 
ter-in-ehaucery, at his office yesterday 
afternoon to formally express the thanks 
of No. 1773 to Mr. Finn for his vigorous 
advocacy of the adoption of the 8-hour 
system of labor on public works in Deca- 
tur, as shown by his recent action in in- 
troducing a resolution in the city council 
to that effect. The committee were John 
Lindsay, Thomas Hastie and W. H. Mor- 
gan. The spokesman was Mr. Lindsay, 
who addressed Mr. Finn at some length, 
expressing the thanks of the assembly, at 
the same time advocating bis personal 
views covering the claims of the laboring 
classes, both as to the hours of work and 
compensation. He stated that the com- 
mittee would also call upon the city 
council at its next meeting and propose 
the appointment of an arbitration board 
to be made up of aldermen and Knights 
of Labor for the settlement of the 8-bour 
acd like questions affecting tbe laboring 
classes that might come up m future. 
Mr, Lindsay scoke 20 minutes. 


In reply Mr Finn held the floor for 45 


minutes and discussed the 8 hour system 
and the labor question in general. 
He 


said it afforded him great satisfaction to 
realize that his efforts in behalf of the 
workingmen were appreciated 
He knew 


that the man who stands up for the lab- 
oring classes calls down npon himself 
cenBure and adverse criticism m certain 
quarters. Their friends are exposed to 
imputations of unworthy motives and 
i nsmcenty. The speaker was gratified to 
know his motives were correctly under- 
stood by those in whose interests ho had 
Bought to secure the adoption of the 
8-hour system in Decatnr 
He had in- 


tended to bring it up earlier but had he 
done so people might have Baid that he 
did it for electioneering purposes. 
He 


was not a candidate for re-election and 
fortunately an opportunity was offered 
him in the council after the election and 
before his retirement to present the reso- 
lution and be did it believing it was 
right and just. 
He felt that the same 


view should commend itself to all right 
thinking men. 
He then reviewed some- 


what m detail the history of labor in the 
past centuries, showiug how crude and 
slow the old methods were in comparison 
to what can be accomplished by the arti- 
sans of the present time. Tn the days of 
Ulysses it took 8 men to grind the gram 
for the Queen's household of 25 consum- 
ers. Now at the Minneapolis mills one 
ronn can produce enough flour for the 
dnily consumption of 4000 persons. By 
the old method the printing of 500 copies 
of a paper was considered a fair day's 
work, now papers can be printed at the 
rate of 28,000 copies per hour. 
The agi- 


tation of the reduction of the hoars of 
labor is no new thing In France 100 
years ago, shortly after the Revolution, it 
was held that there should be 8 hours for 
work, 8 hours for recreation and 8 hours 
for sleep. This proposition is just and 
should commend itself with much greater 
force to the people of this day and age. 
In this country, 30 or 40 years ago, the 
hours of 
laboi were reduced 
from 


12 to 10 hours. He also pointed to tbe 
adoption of the 8 hour system in Victoria, 
Australia, and the reduction of the hours 
of labor in England from 11 to 9 hours 
He felt,that the universal adoption of the 
8 hour system would occasion no op posi- 
tion. Its adoption would incense the 
demand for labor 25 per cent, if the pres- 
ent demand for goods remains tbe same 
and it cannot decrease. The demand 
for labor increases tbe wages, but the 
question of wages will adjust itself. The 
f-hour system is not at all impractical, 
Wherever the hours ot labor have been 
reduced, the communities have prospered 
and the people become more contented 
and intelligent, because they have more 
time to spend at home and time to culti- 
vate the mind. In 1H07 the Illinois legis 
lature nxed the hours for labor at 8 hours, 
but for 21 years the law hns been lying 
dormant. The adoption of the system ID 
Decatnr 
would be felt immediately. 


Every year the city spends 840,000 in 
public work, and soon $160,000 is to be 
expended for sewer improvements 
The 


city counoil has full power to adopt and 
enforce the 8 hour standard. 


The Knights of Labor and other labor 


organizations should see to it that the law 
is enforced 
You should go before the 


council, and see that men who are m 
sympathy with this just movement are 
sent to the legislature to champion your 
cause and the cause of every man who 
earns bio living by labor. Yon will only 
be following tbe lead of other states 
In 


conclusion Mr Finn again thanked the 
committee and the 170 members ot 1773 
for their courtesy and recognition of his 
efforts in their behalf.
